A recipient of one of the first doctorates awarded for work in 
women’s studies from the history of Consciousness Program at 
the University of California, Santa Cruz, Sally Roesch Wagner 
was a founder of one of the first women’s studies programs in the 
country. She has taught history, women’s studies and psychology 
at the University of California, Davis and Sacramento, San 
Francisco, and Mankato State Universities over the past nineteen 


year S. 


pr. Wagner received a National Endowment for the Humanities 
Fellowship for College Teachers for her work on the suffragist 
Matilda Joslyn Gage, and was research consultant to a South 
pakota Committee on the Humanities film on Gage. She has 
received two mini grants from the South Dakota Committee on the 
piumanities to organize the papers of John and Alice Pickler, and 
recently they awarded her a media grant to script a slide show 0n 
the Picklers for the Centennial. In the summer of 1988, she 
rformed as Elizabeth Cady Stanton with the Great Plains 
Chautauqua, and the Chair of the National Endowment for the 
pumanities, Lynn Cheney, began her 1988 Report, “Humanities 
jn America,” with a description of Dr. Wagner’s performance. 
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She delivered papers at seminars sponsored by the New York 
Council for the Humanities in 1985 and 1988, a South Dakota 
Humanities Seminar in 1984, and has been asked by the Onondaga 
Historical Society in Syracuse, New York to be the guest curator 
of a slave rescue exhibit in 1990. Recent publications include 
articles in Plainswoman, The Hartford Courant, The National 
Women’ s History Network News, The Sacramento Bee, and thé 
National Women’s History Museum News. Dr. Wagner is 4 
Consultant to the National Women’s History Project. Books 
include: “A Time of Protest: Suffragists Challenge the Republic 
1870-1887,” “Elizabeth Cady Stanton ‘Thunders in the Pulpit’,” 
“Woman, Church and State and Dau ghters of Dakota,” “Stories of 


South Dakota Pioneer Women, (1989),” all available through Sky 
Carrier Press.
